In addition to all these, large re- 
serve stores have to be built up at 
base, supply depots. to ensure. supplics 
against the risk of alr ralds on home 
ports, on bases across the Channel, or 
on strategic railway centres in France 
which might momentarily handicap 
or delny the normal movement of 
material from the bases to the troods 
In the front sector. .

Is Your Child Afraid? 


LTHOUGH many mothers, ¢s- 

peclally whose children are spoilt 
from the start, believe that children 
are a prey to many terrors, the fact 
remains that children are born with 
two fears—the fear of Joud 
sand the ch arises from 
a feeling of insecurity. 1 

Every young baby will start sud- 

denly If a door bangs near him, for 
instance, and he may even scream 
with fear. But If properly and sen- 
sibly treated he will soon become 
accustomed to practically all noises, 
* Some children are much less sus- 
ceptible than others, too, An 
illustration of this is the ¢ommon 
noise of thunder. It frequently 
happens that children thoroughly de- 
light in the nolse of thunder; they 
think {t has been speclally planned 
for their amusement. * 

And in such cases It is only because 
of the fear shown by an older person 
in their presence that thoy will ever 
develop nervousness jn connection 
with I. It ds the duty of every adult 
to show cnimness and presence of 
mind when children are around for 
once the fear tas been developed it Is 
a different matter to shake it off. 

The psychological effect of an adult 
being afraid ts enough to imprint the 
terror in the baby’s mind. 

It Is Just as diMcult to get a child 
who has misguldedly been nllowed to 
become afrald of the dark to conquer 
his dread. No child fs born with a 
fenr of the dark; but there are any 
number of feara which can be caugh 
by some form of suggestion, ee 

A child who goes to bed in the dark 
right from his birth ‘is never'nafraid of 
the dark ns such, but may 
easily become so through a frighten- 
ing experience; for instance, Istening

him, and she thinks that this is be- 
cause the child senses his father’s 
strength, It ds far more likely to be 
because the father is careful to sup- 
port the child’s back and’ neck so that 
athe little head + dees not. waggle. 
loosely. 

No child Js able to sit up alone un- 
til he is about five months, It Is wise 
when shopping to hold. him'in the 
crook of the left arm so that his head 
is well supported against the shoulder 
and the mother’s right hand Is left 
free, In this position the child feels 
nbsolutely secure, 

Some babies get into the habit of 
screaining when they are bathed, and 
this is often because they feel in- 
secure, Thelr backs are not 
adequately supported and they are 
not able to support themselves, 

A penceful child who has been 
brought up with a sense of security 
makes a peneeful adult—and, inct- 
dentally, contributes towards o peace- 
ful_ nation, \ 

But there fs a big difference be- 
tween bringing up a child In a peace- 
ful, happy atmosphere and spolling 
him by overpampering him. In these 
days there seems to be an Increasing 
habit among young couple to leave 
small children atone in the house at 
night. 

A far better plan would be to pool 
resources with other parents so that 
there is always someone left’ In 
charge. ‘This plan jcan be made to 
work with great success; even with 
only two sects of parent it can allow 
several free evenings a week. 

There have been disastrous in- 
stances of children being left alone 
at night The .fact that a child 
normally sleeps through the night Is 
No guarantee that he will do so on

Death Of 
Nonagenarian 
Princess 


Duchess Of Argyll, 
King’s Grand-Aunt 


LONDON, Dec. 3 (Reuter).— 
Princess Louise, Duchess of 
Argyll, died nat Kensington 
Palace to-day, aged 91 years. 


She bad been ill for many months, 


Princess Loulse was the eldest 
surviving child of Queen Victorin and 
was the frst English Princess ‘to 
marry « commoner. 


Love Match 


Princess Louise Caroline Alberta, 
{th Duchess of Argyll, was born on 
March 18, 1848, the fourth daughter 
of Queen Victoria, and she was there- 
fore anrount of King George V. 


At Balmoral she gave her hand to 
fhe Marquis of Lorne, eldest son of 
the Duke of Argyl, and they were 
formally betrothed In Oct, 1870, It 
was the first time thet an English 
sovereign had sanctioned the union 
of a princess with one who was not 
asmember of a reigning house since 
Marty, youngest daughter of Henry 
VII, was married {n 1515 to the Duke 
of Suffolk. . 


Queen Vietorla, however, regarded 
the match mainly from the point of 
view of her daughter's happiness. 
The marringe took pince at St. 
George's Chapel, Windsor, In March 
1871, and Parlinment voted the 
Princess a dowry of £30,000 with an 
annuity of £6,000, 


Skilful Sculptor 


The Marquis of _Lorne was 
Governor-General of Canada from 
1878 {o 1683 ond Untonist MP. for 
South Manchester from 1895 to 1900 
when he succeeded his father. He 
died in May, 1914. There were no 
children by the union, 


, Princess Loulse devoted herself 
assiduously to painting and sculpture 
for “mony years, studying under 
several eminent masters. An, Cx- 
ample of her work set up in London 
is the fine statue of Queen Victoria 
that_stands directly before the room 
in Kensington Palace in which Her 
Majesty was born. 


She also executed the Colonial 
Memorial in S. Paul's Cathedral, 
The Princess was on hon. Fellow. of 
the Royal Society of Painter- 
Etehers. 


Somewhat unconventlonal and of a 
retiring disposition, she lived much 
at Roseneuth House on the Clyde 
estuary, the dower house of the Ar- 
Bylls.

POLISH GOLD 


PARIS. 

Seventy {ons of-Polish gold re- 
moved from Warsow in the opén- 
ing days of the war has arrived 
sufely In Paris after a hazardous 
journey by truck, traln, and ship 
over 6,000 miles. 

Credit for the escape of the gold 
wos given former Polish Finance 
Minister, Col, Ignacy Maotuszewski, 
who orgunised n convoy of trucks. 
They were ordinary trucks, it was 
sald, since Colonel Matuszgwski 
felt armoured vehicles would have 
nroused too much suspicion, 

[Seventy tons of gold would be 
worth nbout $60,000,000 nt tne 
United States Treasury's price of 
$35 an ounce.) 

According to Polish accounts,’ 
the trucks took the gold on the first 
stage of the Journey from the 
vaults of the Bank, of Poland to 
Rumania, A squadron of German 
planes, apparently having been In- 
formed of the removal, launche 
un unsuccessful attack on the cara- 
van at the frontier. * 

‘Upon arrival in Rumania, the 
gold was transferred to n special 
train which raced to the Rumunian 
Binck Sen port of Constanza, 
where a Turkish ship was walt- 
Ing. A few hours after the vessel 
shoved off, the German Govern- 
ment; necording to the, accounts 
published here, warned Rumania 
not to Iet the gold get away “under 
any circumstances.” ’ 

The little boat hung about the 
Enstern Mediterranean more than 
a week untill’ the French Govern- 
ment aranged for it to go to Syria.
